THE BATTLE OF THE NILE. 


Nelson Said It Was a Conquest, Not u 


Mere Victory. 


Eleven ont of 13 French ships of the 


line bad been taken or destroyed and 
two of the four i'rigutes. It was not a 
victory; it was a conquest. So wrote 
Nelson regarding it. It is unnecessary 
here to speak of the titles and rewards 
which were showered on the victor. It 
is of more real interest to consider tho 
true significance of the victory, the 
sense in which it could be said to be a 
eoiiquest. 
Iu England we have too 


tucoh accustomed onraelves to look on 
ic merely as the most brilliant of sea 
Qghta, nnd in France it has been spoken 
of aa a .reverse indeed, but one which 
cnnnot cloud the splendor of the battle 
of the Pyramids. None the less, it was 
the qonquest of Egypt; it was the isola- 
tion and virtual imprisonment of the 
French army. 


Epnaparto ucderstO.Qcl. this from the 


first, and after a vain and hopeless cam- 
paign in Syria—hopeless against the 
power \vhioh commanded the communi- 
cations by sou—-heniadoan ignominious 
flight, leaving Klebcr to get the army 
out of tho mess in which he had put it. 
Nalson, too, understood it and wrote on 
Aug. 11: "Tiio Froiich army is in a- 
scrupo. They are up the Nilo without; 
suppMrs, The inhabitants will allow 
nothi;:s to pass by laud, nor H. N. by 
water. Their army is wasting with the 
flux, nnd not 1,000 men will over re- 
turn to Europe." 
And some months 


latnr, Miiroh 23, 1799, hewroto: "The 
einlwssador of Bonaparte has been in- 
tercepted by Tronbridge ou his way to 
Constantinople, and among other arti- 
cles of his instructions is an offer to eiir 
tcr on terms for his quitting Egypt with 
his array. This oiler is what I have long 
expected the glorious battle of the Nile 
would produce, but it was my deter- 
mination from that moment never, if I 
could help it, to permit a single French- 
man to quit Egypt. To Egypt they went 
with their own consent, and there they 
shall remain while Nelson cpmiruaid!) 
the detache.d- squadron." 


A letter from Kleber to tho directory, 


written only a month after Bonaparte 
had deserted his post, reveals tho hope- 
lessness which was felt. 
"I know," ho 


wrote, "all the importauno of tho pos- 
session of Egypt. I ustd to cay iu Ku- 
rope that this country was for Franco 
the fulcrum by. menus of which t-iio 
might move ut svill tho aomuirrcin! sys- 
tem of evory quarter of tho jjlobe. But. 
to do this clTcctuuily u powerful lever 
is required, und thist lover in a navy. 
Ours has cca«id to exist. Siuf:<; that pe- 
riod everything has changed, nncl peace 
with tho pci'to is, in jny opinion, the 
only expedient. "—Coi';j!:i!l HugaziiiR.

\ Brief but Clear Description of How 


They. Are Manufactured. 


The thimble is a Dutch invention, 


and tha first one was made it 1684 by a 
silversmith named Nicholas Van Bens- 
ohoton. Originally it was called "thum- 
bell,'' beoanstrit was worn on the thumb. 


In making thimbles the gold and sil- 


ver ingots are rolled "out into shoots of 
the desired thickness aniPout by n 
stamp into circular pieces of any re- 
quired size. These circular pieces are 
bent into thimblo shape by means of » 
solid metal bar that is of the same size 
us the inside of the intended thimble. 
This bar is moved by machinery tip and 
down in a bottomless mold of the out- 
ride of the same thimble, and each time 
the bar descends it presses one of the 
circular pieces or disks into thimble 
shape. 


When the thimblo ia shaped, the next 


work Is to brighten, polish and decorate 
it. First, the blank thimble is fitted 
with a rapidly revolving rod. A slight 
touch of a sharp chisel cuts a very thin 
shaving from the end of the thimble, 
a second chisel does tho same on the 
side, and a third neatly rounds off the 
rim. A round steel rod, well oiled, is 
held against the surface of the revolv- 
ing (himblo, and it is thus given a nice 
polish. The inside is brightened and 
polished in u similar manner, the thim- 
ble being hold in it revolving mold. 


Then a delicate, revolving steel 


wheel with n raised, ornamental edge 
is pressed against the blank thimble 
and prints the ornament seen Just out- 
side tho rim. Another steel wheel cov- 
ered with sharp points makes tiny in- 
dentations all over the remaining blank 
surface of the thimble. 


The last operation is to wash it thor- 


oughly in soapsuds, to brush it care- 
fully, and it is ready for my lady's 
workbasket. —Philadelphia Times.

The Inoffeble Word That Is Never Spoken 


by Many Israelites. 


The Rev. Dr. Wise, president of the 


Hebrew Union college at Cincinnati, 
lias given his view of the anoiont Jew- 
ish rendering of the name of the Deity. 
He sr.ys that tho term "Jehovah," tho 
ineffable tetragrumraaton, ia never pro- 
nounced by luany Israelites. They use 
the word "Adoiioi," which signifies 
"the Lord." 
Tho translators of tho 


Bible followed this cnstoin, rendering 
the word "Jehovah" as "Lord," In 
ancient timoa tho Pharisees replaced the 
tetrngriuunin-tan by Shorn. They used 
"Sherno," which is also Biblical, as 
tb'i sacred name, and this name is yet 
retained, to some extent, among tho 
JIIWR. But it would appear from pas- 
sages in the Psalms that Adonoi, or 
Lord, for Jehovah was more ancient; 
evoii than the times of the Pharisees. It 
thus occurs eight times in Psalm Ixxxiv. 
It also appears in tho book of Exortns, 
where "Jehovah" hud been used in the 
original Hebrew. 
This substitution 


would soem to be older than any other, 
ana it is yet common among all Jews.. 


Dr. Wise says ho has fotind that the 


ancient translations testify in favor of 


Adouoi.'' 
Looking at the English translation of 


tho Old Testament, it will be found 
that the name Jehovah appears in the 
books of Gsnesis, Esodnu, Judges, the 
Psniins and Isaiah. It ia not in the Now 
Testament.—New York Snu
